This word implies that you wish a person to wish 
to do a thing, and is altogether an excessively nice 
way of putting the request. The nearest approach 
wo have to it is “would you,” which, accordingly, is 
io be used when the request entails a greater obliga- 
tion on another's part. 

E. G. B. asks: “Is it a good principle that everybody 
is a rogue until you prove him to be otherwise?”

Therefore, that of a “smoker” where, at any rate, 
disease microbe cannot exist, would seem prefcrab!o 
from a health point of view. The rule you refer to 
about expectoration, however, is absolutely vital, and 
persous violating it in “smokers,” cr elsewhere, are 
really criminals, though they do not realise it, by 
contributin: to {he spread of the direst disease of our 
day, tuberculosis.
